I DO HEREBY ANNOUNCE AND PROCLAIM: 


That the Year of 1961 shall be, and is so designated, Porterville’s 
Centennial Year, commemorating the beginning of our city 100 years ago 
when Royal Porter Putnam moved into the swampland of the Tule Riv- 
er to build a general store and stopping place along the Emigrant Trail. 


And in behalf of citizens of the community in this year of 1961, I 
do herewith make public acknowledgement of appreciation to Royal 
Porter Putnam, and all other pioneers, who, in the early days of this 
rough and often dangerous frontier country, laid the foundation for the 
growth, and development, and progress that we enjoy today. 

Furthermore, I do proclaim this year of 196] as a year for reflec- 
tion of the past, and I direct all citizens, as individuals and as groups, to 
enter into the spirit of the Centennial through thought and deeds befit- 
ting a century gone by. 

Specifically, I hereby state that men of stout heart and great 


courage shall adorn their countenances with works of tonsorial splen- 
dor, and bedeck themselves with garments of a by-gone day, and that 
our Fair Ladies shall style their coiffures and their dress in a manner be- 
fitting the memory of those women who stood beside their men in the 
beginning days of Porterville’s century. 


And I herewith make public announcement and call to public at- 
tention that law and order will be preserved, if possible, during the Year 
of the Centennial; that automobiles will pull to the side of the street and 
stop when horsemen or horse-drawn vehicles pass by; that cyclists must 
refrain from scorching on Main street; that there will be no racing of 
horses along residential or business streets; that all sidearms will be re- 
moved prior to entering public meetings, and there will be no promiscu- 
ous firing of pistols allowed within the corporate limits of the city. 


These things I do direct and proclaim by virtue of the authority 
in me duly vested as Mayor of the City of Porterville.

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~BROWN'S POLITICAL PARADE 


Governor Pat Brown's political parade through important 
state departments continued this week with appointment of Dr. 
James T. Ralph, 34, as director of the California department of 
agriculture, and the moving of William E. Warne, from director 


of agriculture, to the top spot in the department of water re- - 


sources. 


Both Ralph and Watne are imported politicians, yet here 
they sit as heads of two of California's most important depart- 
ments, while capable California men are on the outside looking in. 


Warne is a big government boy whose oe history goes - 
a 


back to at least the Truman administration; Ralph has little more 
than a. theoretical (and we fear political) approach to the prob- 
lems of agriculture, for, although he was raised on a farm in Ten- 
nessee, he does not have practical farming background. 


As qualifications for director of California agriculture, Dr. 
Ralph holds a Ph.D. in agricultural economics from Stanford; he 


has an MA degree from lowa state; he has been a research as- | 


sistant at Stanford; a research associate with the U.S. depart- 
ment of agriculture; editor of the magazine, "Farm Policy Forum", 

ublished by lowa State college, and he has been an organizer 
‘or the Tennessee Farm Bureau. 


Other qualifications listed in the official state press release 
include: Member of the California Democratic Council, and an 
active worker in the "Farmers For Kennedy and Johnson" cam- 
paign. 


We suspect that these latter two qualifications are of con- 
siderable importance in the eyes of Governor Brown. 


Nowhere in this list of qualifications is an indication of prac- 
tical farming experience, something that we think should be a pre- 
ordi for any man who heads the state's department of agri- 
culture. : 


Now let's take a look at the Brown parade, remembering 
that Mr. Brown has been governor for only two years. First Mr. 
Warne was imported by Brown to head up the state department 
of fish and game, with his best qualification apparently being 
that he would be unprejudiced by any knowledge of this job. 


Roy McLain, of Visalia, was slated to be named director of 
agriculture, but when it became evident that Roy and Pat did not 
see eye to eye, McLain got an outside curve from the governor 
instead of an appointment. 


As the parade moved along, Mr. Warne became director of 


the department of agriculture, with about the same qualifications 
as before — an open mind resulting from lack of knowledge. 


Dr. Ralph came into the parade rather quietly as deputy di- 
rector of agriculture, and, prior to the November 8 election, cov- 
ered the state on an announced mission of getting acquainted 
with California farmers prior to taking over the top spot, but in 
practical application, this mission had all the earmarks of a politi- 
cal pilgrimage designed to get the governor back in the good 
graces of agricultural leaders. 


And Dr. Ralph is a good one for this sort of mission, for he 


is a personable type of fellow, certainly intelligent, and an excel- 
lent and smooth talker. 


So the parade has now reached a point where two carpet- 


baggers head what are perhaps the state's two most important 
departments. ; 


We are of the opinion that within the state of California are 
capable, intelligent and informed men — men with a background 
of practical experience and knowledge of California problems — 
who could better fill these top spots. 

We don't doubt but that we will receive glowing press re- 
leases about the activities of both Ralph and Warne, but we sug- 
gest that farmers, in fact all citizens of the state, watch both of 


these men with a critical eye, and be ever alert to the political 
implications of their actions.

The major tasks which will 
confront us are already pretty 
well defined. From here it seems 
probable that the session will be 
a very busy one, sometimes con- 
troversial, sometimes dramatic. 
All of us caught up in its work- 
ings, and that includes the many 
spokesmen for various segments 
of the great public, will find it 
intensely absorbing.

Just how this will 
work out remains to be seen. 
Many are predicting that it will 
increase pressures on our legisla- 
tive budget committees. 

Taxation ties in logically with 
budgets. The state administra- 
tion has indicated it will not re- 
quest new taxes, but the Senate 
committee on transportation and 
public utilities will sponsor a bill 
to raise the “‘in lieu” tax on autos 
some $66 million per year, to be 
used for local roads.

The people in this city who are 
promoting the venture cite many 
reasons for bringing minor 
league baseball back to Porter- 
ville. Reason number one: The 
population increase in the Por- 
terville area. The people pro- 
moting the return of baseball to 
Porterville estimate that there 
are approximately 50,000 people 
within the Porterville drawing 
area. Reason Number two, and 
a good one, is that this group 
would pian for an entire year, 


until 1962 before taking the step 


into pro baseball. This would al- 
low the group ‘to become thor- 
oughly prepared for the step. It 
would allow for proper planning 
and publicity, which could go a 
long way toward making Califor- 
nia League baseball a success 
here in Porterville, if it is pos- 
sible for California League base- 
ball to be successful anywhere. 

But, it seems the memory of 
the disastrous Porterville Packers 
is still fresh in too many minds. 
The team went out of business a 
number of years back and left a 
rather’ bad impression of minor 
league baseball in this city. One 
of the things that contributed to 
the downfall of the Packers was 
the tremendous travel expense of 
the old Sunset league.
